Small pipea for 
py: ometers could rot yet be manufactured. The crucibles could 
only ba cut from the pipes as the molds had been elther damaged by 
besbs or gotten Loit in the dismantlin: operations. Wew molds 
were very expensive and took too lon: for. dalivery. 


4, ‘statements made by a leading Garman employee: 


a. ‘he reparation crder pia ced with the firm was mainly for 
pipes and apparatus »roduced machanicaliy which wera required in 
Russia for heavy water anc uranic acid. A qua iting plant

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5. In conversations the followings information concerning the 
German quartz neltine plant could be obtained: 


“a. The manarsins engineer wes Herr JOHN, who wes deported 
to the Soviet Union in the fall of 1946. Ie is said to 
be workiny as a qu.rtz-blower souewhore near LENTUGRAD, 


b. The German quartz meltins plant, which is atill oper- 
atine, produced quartz slass from mountain crvstal. This 
quaréz class was transparent whereas the slass producad 
from quartz material was only diaphanous. Quartz material 
could withstand temparaturss up to 1830°F. The firm 
produced crucibles, evaporating dishaa, and spray purps 
but, had aifficulty in gettins good mountain crystal. 


MM Somzent: 


a, The location of the BERLIN quartz meltine plat in or 
near LENINGRAD could not be determined, 


b. As the usa of quarts pipes in the field off physics and 
chemistry as welltof metallurgy is extremely extensive, 
no conclusions can be drawn as to the intended use in this 
case, the available data being insufficient. The state~ 
ments made in para 4 mentioning the intended use of the appae 
ratus and instruments (for heavy water and uranic acid) 
need careful checking. The use of quartz crucibles for the 
i manufacture of syhthetic precious stones for precision 
measuring Instruments seems cradible. The great demand of 
| the Soviet Union for diamonds and synthetic precious stones 
; ds confirmed by the reparations orders with the Zeiss Fira, 
| JENA (drawing diamonds) and by their large purchases of pree 
| c¢lous stones in Switzeriana and the Netherlands. ne exiate. 
\ ance of a comparatively larce plant for the manufacture and 
, the shaping of precious stones, Plant No 837, at USLICH, 
\ YAROSLAVL Oblast, has been confirmed, 


ec. The quarte melting plant at BERLIN-STAAKEN is a amall 
' factory employing only about 30 workars.
